1. Cta 4 April I called Subject at his hone number, Identifying nysalf 
in true name as a member of the Embassy, and say log only that I had board ha 
bad baan in the US and would lib# to discuss his trip. Subject agreed to a 
lunch on 6 April, and I picked bin up at his apartment in tbs Old Town at 
1200* We repaired to ths Reisen Restaurant a f ev blocks away and bad a 
congenial lunch lasting for shout two hours, during which we talked oyer a 
vide range of subjects encompassing Sweden, the US and the USSR. 

2. PlTffFari 4 ! Subject, the son of a HorrkJping leather and shoe 
Manufacturer, became interested in the field of Soviet studies after attending 
tbs Swedish military language school in i960* Prior to this (1959-60) he 

bad spent a year at Williams College in Hew England where be had concentrated 
on American History and Political Science. After consisting his regular 
military service (Subject is still a member of the reserve and will spend a 
month daring the inwr on active duty with an unspecified unit). Subject 
returned to academic life with courses at Stockholm University and the 
Stockholm Hand alssko lan where he has speolbllMi ' in economics. He hopes to 
get bis doctorate In about two years and c ur r e n t ly has tb# opportunity of 
attending Harvard Business School, an offar which he tentatively plans to turn 
down because he Is getting roughly the same education la the Handeisskolan* 
Subject lives with his brother Claes, a student at KTH, in a small apartment 
building (about six or eight one-man fists) in a picturesque seotlon of the 
Old Town. Subject has politically conservative views. Is quietly but apparently 
▼cry strongly pro-US, anti-Soviet, and anti-Social Democrat, and has a quiet 
oontsngjt for Swedish efforts to moralize the world along Swedish lines* He 
is about 5*9”, weighs about 150, and Is neat and wall dressed. He differs only 
from his photograph in that bis face is narrower and the brow is less pro- 
nounced. His hair has some premature gray streaks. He is obviously quite 
Intelligent, articulate, and poised for one of his years, and presents a 
▼ary good first impression. His apartment was quite neat and had a good deal 
of Russian language literature in the bookcases, ranging from Pushkin to the 
latest issue of Krokodil, A chess board in the cor tar was set up and Subject 
confirmed that this was his hobby, though h# bad fo ad few worthy opponents 
here 1m Sweden. 

3* Subject confirmed his meabersbip in the Swedish Banking Association's 
coamlssion for studying the Soviet eeono^r, describing himself as "the working 
member". He was enthusiastic about the support he had found during his recant 
trip to the U3, and mentioned specifically the individual a he had contacted 
at Harvard, as well as Mr. GEKKER. His information was about the same as 
that listed in GSZER'e memo. When offered unclassified information along the 
lines which he planned to study Subject was quietly enthusiastic. A alight 
hint of dandastlolty was introduced at this point In the statement that the 
material could not all be released for publication because of copyright laws. 
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and frabjeet accepted this vith no apparent qualm* or excesi enthusiasm. the 
oomaLMlon'e trip to the USSR has been postponed until autumn at the behest 
of the Soviet authorities. Subject surmised that this vas due to the fact 
that their economic reorganization wee not yet firmed up, and they preferred 
to wait until they were sure of their ground before welcoming foreign visitor*. 

4* Soviet Studies Group . Subject confirmed our suspicion that the Soviet 
Studies group had lost Its good name among serious students with the recent 
shift In personnel. He bins elf had quit going to meetings because of its 
changed nature and apparent propagandist ic orientation. He vas asked his 
opinion of various Individuals in the group or on Its periphery, and cam up 
with the following t 

a. KALHBtS. Subject respects UU05S for his intellectual honesty 
and his practice of openly distinguishing facts from his own Interpretations 
fluid prejudices. Although Subject said he did not always agree with KJLLMHfS' 
interpretations, he had never found an error in his facts. When asked about 
the receptivity of scholars to any possible group directed specifically by 
EAIH1XS, Subject said mo:rt of them would return to XAZJflHS if the objectionable 
our re n t leaders were to be removed. 

b. MERDJ&. Subject was obviously rather hesitant to speak about 
HSCHEtlL, cad the isunreeslom vas given that he personally did not like him. 

Be nude ea apparently real (and obvious) effort to be objective, however, end 
said that the man did seem to ‘have the ability to see a large and complex 
problem In its entirety. He added that the students In Stockholm University 
had a spying that "MXBEUX read his last book in the 30‘s*« 

o. C ^ I did mot mention d J name to Subject but he volunteered 
it when asked about people around HTRIU1. Subject vas obviously loath to 
discuss C "? however, end I got the impression (1) that he did not like 
C 3 personally and (2) that he vas in poesssslon of sons derogatory infor- 
mation concerning him* He s&ld only that there vers "some strange stories 
shout Cl -3 > • .very strange, 9 and did not elaborate further. (Since I had 
already pushed him rather far on personality information regarding other 
Swedes, I felt that It would be better to get into detail on this after our 
relationship vas on a more solid footing.) 

d. MIL ITS, WATTR1RG, rt el. Subject had no use whatsoever for 
MILITS as a Soviet scholar, considering him merely a propagandist. WATTfUHG 
he ocnld act pass judgement cm as a journalist, but his knowledge of Soviet 
affaire vas obviously superficial. IIZSCHKLNIKIS, the aging Latvian 8 expert" 
on the Soviet economic system, vas considered to be a complete blank by 
reputable economists. IRDfif Subject characterised as a pleasant individual 
but vith uncertain qualifications in the Soviet field. BORIS vas largely an 
unknown to Subject, but Subject did state that BORIS did not handle the Russian 
area studies courses as veil es KJJJ1B© bad before his removal (see below). 

He addid wryly that BORIS • expertise and reputation among Swedes were derived 
from his study at US universities, a factor which apparently carried more 
weight than almost any other. 
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5. Fro* the above it might appear that Subject is a prime donna who 
automatically criticises anyone else In the same field in order to build hi»~ 
self up. This was not at all iqt iapresaiom, and it moat be a aid that in every 
case where be came out with direct or implied critic lam of Individuals It was 
with a certain amount of hesitancy and circumspection. He was quite modest 
concerning his own achievements and hd not beat his own drum at all. He h lay- 
self pointed out that most of the problems associated with the Russian studies 
community in Stockholm were the result of academic intrigue and feuding. 
Specific Ay, bo pointed out that WCKSiJL had been offered the position ca head 
of the Sovietology section within the overall Slavic department at Stockholm 
University but had turned It down; KALNINS had then been more or lees forced 
Into taking the Job, though he knew that with hie Baltio refugee background 
be would be the target of criticism for *aoa-©bj activity*. Sure enough this 
came about, and resulted,!? dissolution of the stuty group and the removal 

of KA1V1NS from all positions of responsibility except head of the Slavic 
library. The overall head of the Slavic Department is a philologist with on 
extremely narrow interest In language derivation and none whatsoever for 
current politico-economic or historical problems. He could easily be convince 
of almost anything which did not touch on his immediate field. Accordingly, 
when preeaure was brought to bear to remove KILN INS he was approached and 
readily agreed to appoint BORIS to this position; according to Subject the 
rationale used was the fact that KALNINS was getting on in years and BORIS 
was a young mam with a family to support and needed the money! Whereas 
before, under KALNINS, there were different lecturers for each of the fields 
of Sovietology (economies, history, etc.) BORIS had now taken on all of these 
lectures personally, with a corresponding fall-off in quality throughout. 

6. Subject said that he and some other people in the Handels skolan 
(unspecified) bad been tb inking of getting together to form a study group 
specifically directed towards economic problem* in the USSR. These plans 
were still art rankly tenuous, but if the group ware to be formed It would be 
mads up of hand picked Individuals end not thrown open to the public at large. 
The experience of the former KILN DCS group had given than their lesson on 
this score. 

7. Subject had taken one short two-week tourist trip to the USSR last 
year, an experience which he had not particularly enjoyed. He had been able 
to tilk to the plant officials in one model chemical plant near Leningrad (the 
only city other than Moscow- which the tour visited), and had received some 
patently false information in response to his queries. (Specifically he had 
been told that GOSBANK does not charge interest on short-term loans, something 
he knew for a fact to be false.) He had come away from the USSR with a bod 
taste In bis mouth from all the propaganda and brainwashing to which everyone 
was subjected. 

8. Aside from the above, the conversation ranged over religion in the 
USSR, the race problem in the U3 (Subject said he had gone there with a good 
deal of anti-US prejudice on this score as the result of prior Swedish 
conditioning and had come away far more pro*US than he had thought possible), 
the new Soviet Party and government split between agricultural and industrial 
sector#, and such new developments as Liberman ism. Subject* s ovn view on 
the last named v&s that it was a needed reform which was too ideologically 
radical to be acceptable, yet did not go nearly far enough to solve the U3SR 1 a 
practical economic problems 
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9. All in ell Subjact produced a rtry favorable inpreaeian* With the 
pressure off because of the poetponeaent of Me Soviet trip there 3 earned to 
he no need for pushing the relationship to Its otaoct. On the other hand it 
would be veil to sore It Into acre clandestine ahanaels fairly rapidly In 
order to avoid hie Motioning it too widely, coMthii^ which ve doubt he 
would do ea a natter of oouree (he seesed fairly discreet), hut which Is 
oertainly a possibility. I will call hla la the ooalng week after t ho Blaster 
holidays and Invite Mn out to the house for a quiet family Mai. 
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
